1 . ACCORDING TO A SAMACHAR DESPATCH, PRIME MINISTER 
MORARJI DESAI TOLD A PRESS CONFERENCE MAY 16 THAT ATOMIC 
WEAPONS WERE NOT NEEDED FOR INDIA'S DEFENSE: "THEY ARE 
ONLY FOR DESTRUCTION AND CANNOT EVER WIN A WAR." HE 

REPORTEDLY SAID THAT ONLY CONVENTIONAL WEAPONS AND THE COURAGE OF THE 
PEOPLE COULD DEFEND THE COUNTRY EFFECTIVELY. 

ASKED TO JUSTIFY THIS POSITION WITH CHINA'S ALREADY 
POSSESSING SUCH WEAPONS AND PAKISTAN'S TRYING TO ACQUIRE 
THEM, THE PRIME MINISTER REITERATED THE POSITION, SAYING 
THAT HE HAD STUDIED THE ISSUE IN DEPTH BUT COULD NOT 
REVEAL DETAILS. HE ACCUSED THE QUESTIONER OF HIGHLIGHTING 
THE IMPORTANCE OF ATOMIC WEAPONS IN WAR BECAUSE HE HAD A 
"NUCLEAR MIND ." MR. DESAI NOTED THAT NUCLEAR WEAPONS AND 
THEIR POSSESSION BY MORE COUNTRIES COULD DESTROY THE 
WORLD AND THAT INDIA WOULD LIKE TO DO EVERYTHING POSSIBLE 
TO REMOVE SUCH A THREAT. HE EXPLAINED THAT FOR 30 YEARS 
INDIA HAD OPPOSED THE DEVELOPMENT AND USE OF NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS; "WE CANNOT NOW MAKE A BASIC CHANGE IN OUR POLICY."
